Sat Lake, Sept. 11.—The apostles 
ofthe Mormon church, joined by J. 
W. Young and Daniel H. Wells, late 
counsellor of Brigham Young, publish 
a circular, saying that on September 4 
they held a meeting and waited ou the 
Lord, who blessed them, and who re- 
vealed to them the s‘eps they should 
take. John Taylor, senior apostle and 
acting president of the twelve, was 
unanimously sustained in that position; 
also, that a quorum of the twelve apos- 
tles is a presiding body and the author- 
ity ofthe church. This was the plan 
pursucd at the death of Joseph Smith, 
aid wasso ordered by Smith and sus- 
tained by Brigham Young. To facili- 
tate the transacti.n of business it was 
ordered that the president, John Tay- 
lor, be assisted by John Young, Danie’ 
H. Wells and George Q. Cannon. The 
circular elaims that the last days are at 
hand, and advises all saints to be faith- 
ful in building temples and paying 
tithing.

A Texan Coutriyes a Plan for Tak- 
iag Weed on fialios Without Stup- 
ping.

An Express reporter, while wan ler- 
ing about the city yesterday, was sud- 
denly,and to his surprise, tenderly 
embraced by Mr. Jake Marshall, and 
invited to that gentleman’s residence 
to inspect a contrivance for the loading 
of wood upon trains while in motion. 
A few weeks ago the reporter chanced 
to be upon a west bound train with 
Mr. Marshall, when the possibilitv of 
avoiding the delay incident to “taking 
in” wood was discussed. Mr. Marsha!] 
having been in the days ot his early 
life a man of no mean mechanical! abil« 
ity, declared that he cou'd invent a 
means for loading the wood without 
stopping the train, and upon reeching 
home he at once set his mid to work 
to invent a machine for such a purpose. 
It was to show the reporter the result 
of his labors that Mr. Marshall in- 
vited him to his residence 
yesterday. Beyond doubt, he has 
achieved success. The machiae consists 
oi a flexible platform elevated a few 
inches above the height of the tender, 
upon which the cord wood is piled. As 
the train passes, by the use of a lever 
the engineer throws out_a catch which 
tukes the course of a groove in whicha 
band that revolves the rollers under- 
neath the platform is passed around 
the rollers, moving toward the tender, 
into which thte.wood is thrown. Alter 
the wood is discharged, the platform 
recedes, and escapes the cars, which fly 
by, aid no time is lost. 

li there is any occupation in which 
time is truly money, it is in the railroad 
business, andthe ten or fifteen min- 
ute3 lost loading wood by hand, every 
tify or seventy-five miles of railroad 
route, soon count up into days and 
and weeks and mouths. During such 
lapses of time, many hundreds o! miles 
and many thousands of dollars are lost, 
which can be saved through the use of 
Mr, Marshall’s invention. It is a sim- 
ple picce of machinery, works charm- 
ingly and must be characterized as one

Lessons from Viiai Statistics, 


Tne medical director of an insurance 
company has recently made a general 
survey of the subject of longevity, and 
to this end has collected the biogra- 
phies and experierces of 180 men who 
had passed the age of 70. Fifty-eight 
ot the oumber were over 80 years of 
age, ten over 90 and one had reached 
his 96th year. A series of questions 
was propounded to each and answers 
furnished some interesting data. (Ques- 
tions respecting the habits of these men 
at the ege of 30 disclosed the facts that 
at that age only eleven were below the 
average bodily vigor, and 85 judged 
themselves above il, half being about 
average men in bodily health and 
strength at that age. A great majority 
hed spent their lives in the country 
Very few had ever taken vacations or 
ystematic recreation, but had uniform 
ly been steady and constant at their 
business. Their occupations were 
classed as follows: Farmers, 75; work- 
ing at trades, 62; merchants, 26; lib- 
eral professions, 17. Almost wiilout 
exception, they were “early to bed and 
eaily to rise.” Of the 180, 151 were 
married ator before arriving at the 
age of 30 years, and 25 of the remain- 
ing 29 entered the matrimonial state at 
alate period. Asto habits, 125 used 
both. tea and colfee, 50 tea alone, *) cof- 
fee alone, leaving eight ot this large 
number who used neither. Only three 
were vegetarians. At the age of 30 
there were 64 who did not use tobacco 
in any form, 113 who reported ifs use 
In regard to intoxicating liquids, at 30 
years of age 54 were to.al abstainers, 
30 more became such later in life. Sev- 
en confessed to being intemperate at 
thirty, but only 15 were habitual users 
either at thirty or afterward. The num- 
ber who classified themseives as using 
intoxicants ‘‘only occasionally’ de- 
creased from 105 at thirty to 69 in later 
life. Of all this number of old men, 
ranging from seventy to ninety-six 
years of age, all were able to take exer» 
cise on foot and many todo more or 
less work when these inquires were

The Kadical Convention Declares 
that the South is in a State of Pu- 
pillage. 

Mapison, Wis., September 11.—The 
republican state convention nominated 
for governor Wm. E. Smith, of Mil- 
waukee, and for lieutenant governor, 
J. M. Bingham, of Chippewa. The 
southern resolutions, after a preamble 
indicating that the Wieconsin republi- 
cans consider the people of that section 
in a state of pupilage, concludes: “We 
shall rejoice if the southern policy of 
the president produces the hoped for 
results of order and peace, but if these 
results shall not follow this experi- 
ment, we dcmand that ether measures 
be adopted which shail secure to all 
citizens, without distinction of race or 
color, the fullest enjoyment of their 
constitutional rights.’ They hold 
that the Silver dollar should 
be restored to its former place as 
money, and made legai tender for the 
payment of debts except where other- 
wise provided by law, with tue coinage 
so regulated as to maintain equality of 
value and the harmonions circutation 
of gold, silver and legal notes as 
money. While they earnestly condemn 
all violence, outlawry and mob rule, 
yet the repubiican party expresses its 
heartielt Sympathy with the condition 
of the workingmen who are willing to 
work but are unable to find employ 
ment.

THE PRESIDENT INTERVIEWED, 

CINCINNATI, Septembe: il.—A_ cor- 
respo ident of the Evening Times, who 
interviewed President Haves while en 
route to Fremont, asked the president 
how he came to construct his policy, 
which was seemingly so at variance 
with his 1ecent views while on the 
stump in his:tast gubernatorial cam 
paign. Did it grow upon him gradual- 
ly as circumstances seemed to require ? 
The president replied as follows : 
Well, those views began to take form 
in the words of my letter of acceptance. 
[ considered the situatron of things in 
the south, saw how impossible it seem- 
ed to restore order and peace and har- 
mony, saw the violence,and bloodshed 
at their elections; how white republi- 
cane, a8 well as black, were shot down 
during their political contests, and | 
asked myself why isit and how long 
must this continne? These’ wmen 
dowa south, the white educated citi- 
zens, are as good men as youorl. They 
are christians, not thieves nor cut~ 
throats nor bandits. Yet they 
see these things and 
tacitly approve them, if 
they do not take part in them. Why 
is it and how long will they continue? 
W hile thinking those questions over, 
mv mind reverved tu the scene of the 
war, and an incident at the battle of 
Cedar Mountain came to mind. It was 
a hard-fought engagement, and for a 
time we cuuld not tell buw it would 
end. We who were in command had 
determined that if a certain movement 
resulted in one way we would give cer- 
tain orders, but if it resulted otherwise, 
different orders would be given. With 
our field-glasses we were watching the 
course of things. All at once | sawa 
commotion in the thickest of the fray, 
The artillery had got to work and were 
ihrowing shells fast and with unerring 
aim into the solid ranks of the enemy 
Heads were being blown from their 
bodies, urms and legs torn from their 
sockets and souls sent to one world or 
the other, all unprepared, and vet L re- 
j need and congratulated my tellow of 
ticers that we were victorious.  Ilow 
could this be? Why was it? It was 
because we were at war. ‘That one 
word sulved in my mind the problem 
of the south. The people there were 
at war. There was a conflict going on. 
The social and political relations of the 
people were not natural, not harmoni- 
ous.. There were disturbing elements 
among them, and while they existed or 
were unduly active there would be 
conflict. Let the causes of the conflict 
be removed and there will be peace, 
and ultimately harmony and prosper-~ 


ity. 

“But,” said the reporter, “‘we do not 
see much disposition in the south to 
manilest a loving temper toward us of 
the north,” 

The president mildly retorted: ‘How 
do you know? You form your opin- 
ions, no douvt, from reading the pas 
pers, but editors of newspapers do not 
always represent the popular general 
feeling of the people, either north or 
south. I think most of the people in 
the south, as I know they are in the 
north, are more disposed to encourage 
fraternal, harmonious, social and busi- 
ness relalions than the extremists, 
who, unfortunately, too often get con- 
trol of newspapers; but even these, or 
most of them, will, come around all 
right in time.”

A Vienna dispaich to the Daily Tel- 
egraph Monday night repeats the ru- 
mors that Osman Pasha wai retreating 
from Plevna. There is, however, no 
trustworthy information on this point 
from either side. 

Lonpon, September 11.—The Daily 
News’ correspondent, resuming his 
narrative of the operativons before 
Pievna, which he had previously car- 
ried down to Friday, under date of 
“Before Plevna, Saturday, September 
8,5 p.m.,” says: ‘When the c#Anon- 
uding recommenced this a. m., it was 
not easy at first to rece guize that the 
Russians had gained auy advantage. 
Just before the parapet the Grivica 
redoubt had been a good deal jagged 
by the Russian shelis, but under cover 
vt night all its defects had been made 
good, and it looked as grim as if never 
a sbot had been fired at it. But 
the Russians had, during the 
night, gained a large slice of 
ground in the direction of Grivica, and 
a battery of siege guns had been built 
ou an elevation within easy range of 
the redoubt. At sunrise that battery 
came into action in rear of an advanced 
battery, and sent its fire sweeping 
down into the redoubt, which could 
not reply to the siege battery —the 
range being too long, so it pounded 
away at the field battery on the ridge, 
but their practice was not good 
and few casualties o.curred. The

admirable practice at the Grivaca re- 
doubt,which is the key to the position, 
and instead of spreading their fire, the 
Russians should have concentrated 
upon it the whole weight of the bom~ 
bardment. Asit is, they may bom-~ 
bard it for a week, and after ail not 
succeed in taking it. The assault was 
intended to begin yesterday afternoon 
at 5 o’clock, but owing to delays the 
troops were not in position by the ap- 
pointed time. Everywhere now the 
infantry is in position and 
waiting for the word. Towards 
noon the Russian infantry pushed for- 
ward in skirmishing order, driving 
back the outlying Turks. The artil- 
lery followed and came into action at 
short range. The Turkish return fire 
was chiefly directed at the Russian’s 
first line of artillery, and was very 
heavy. But little harm was done. Fur- 
ther on the left to the crest of the 
range beyond Radisova, which was 
one array of field batteries, firing was 
heavy, the Turkish shells doing great 
damage among the gunners, and fall- 
ing behind amongthe reserve corps 
and in Radisova. At three o’clock 
the Russians advanced towards the 
Turkish positioa and continued to fire 
rather quickly. The fire must have 

reached into Plevna. 
ihere are no ind cations of an assault 
to-day, 1 velieve it will be commenced 
to-morrow. The Russian’s cannon is 
drawing close around the Turkish po- 
sitions, but the test will not be with 
cannons but with the powers of the 
men. The losses were much heavier

Gambetta was condemned in default to 
three months imprisonment and a fine 
of 2,000 francs.

THE STRANGE CARRER OF OSMAN 
PASHA, ALIAS BR C. CRAWFORD. 


Expelled from Weat Point for Steal. 
ing- His Adventures in the War 
aud in Mexico—ectal Successes in 
VYenneylivaunia and Maryiand—His 
Inglosious Recoguition asa Pent. 
tentiary Bird, and His F.ight to 
Egypt. 

The brilliant defence of Plevna by 
Osman Pasha has attracted much at- 
tention to that great Turkish general, 
and the press has been making an ef- 
fort to penetrate the ire gnito which 
he has assumed. At tirst it was thought 
that it was Marshal Bazaine, of France, 
who had redeemed at Pievna the lau. 
rels lost at Metz. That unfortunate 
soldier was found quietly hving ’midst 
the orange groves of Spain with his 
devoted wife and family. The more 
probable report that followed, indica~ 
ting that Osman Pasha is an American 
by the name of R Clay Crawford, seems 
well sustained by corroborative test)— 
mony. L. B. Wicktiffe, of Mt. Wash-« 
ington, Ky., and Gen. Joseph B. Rey- 
nolds, of Chicago, have both had letters 
from the American adventurer in Tur- 
key under the title of Osman Pasha. 
Any way, the following sketch of Craw- 
ford’s history, given by the Baltimore 
Gazette, unfolds a tale of adventure 
which woulu only be appropriately 
capped by his appearance upon the 
victorious battle-field of Plevna: 

Tne information received as to the 
antecedents of Crawford show that his 
father was a school teacher in Rogers- 
ville, Tenn., where’ the future pasha was 
born. About the year 1853, when on 
the threshold of manhood, he was 
appointed a cadet at West Point by 
Andrew Johnson, then a member of 
congress from Tennessee. At the in-~ 
stitute he was an aptecholar, and was 
among the highest of his class, There, 
on the eve of graduating, he was ex- 
pelled for stealing. He wandered 
about and the breaking out of the war 
found him in Hlinois. He enlistedasa 
private in one of the Lilinois regiments; 
then enlisted in a battery ofartilier yin 


east Tennessee, and was promoted step 


by step for bravery in action until ne 
had attained the rank of colonel. In 
this capacity he led a raid through his 
nalive town of Rogersville. 
At the close of ihe war 
he entered the Liberal service in 
Mexico, but for sume reasou he was 


‘compelled to leave tiiat service after he 


had gained the rank of major general. 
He came to this country. bringing with 
him a large quantity of Mexican bonds 
and more ayailable funds. Ia the year 
1868 he appeared at Philadelphia with 
a plenty of money, aud purchased the 
Levering property, which lies between 
the Delaware river and Neshaming 
creek, in Bausalem townsuip, Bucks 
county, fourteen miles above Philadel- 
phia. Tne beautirul mansion on the 
place is directly opposite Beverly, New 
Jersey. He moved here with his wife, 
a beautitul and excellent lady, his 
father-in-law and a Mexican body 
servant. He purchased a yacht, “the 
Plover,” and a fast horse, “*the Anda- 
lusia,” and spent money freely. é¢le 
purchased the neighboring Paxon 
property, and placed Mejor Peiton, of 
New York, his father-in-iaw, in charge. 
Nhese two properties cost him about 
440 000. He enterea politics, and soon 
became very influentialin Bucks coun- 
tv. tle was then a democrat, wore a 
big sombrero, and claimed to be every 
inch a,southernor. He talked of yet- 
ting up an expedition for Cuba, but his 
means began to disappear, and he sold 
his property, and in his steam yacht 
he started out anew to tresh ficids of 
adventure. 

In the latter part of 1869 he arrived 
al, Chestertown, Kent county, Md., in 
his yacht, and decided at once to locate 
there. Hebought the old Chambers 
mansion in that town for 35,000, and 
put $8,000 worth of improvements upon 
it. He entertained in princely style, 
and society soon began to cultivate him 
and his wife. The latter gained the 
esteem of every one, and whenever 
any question as to Crawford’s antece 
dents sprang up in the presence of her 
ventle and laby-like deoortment all 
suspicions were quieted. She evidently 
had both faith and contidence in her 
husband, and seemed devotedly attach- 
ed to him. His house was the scene of 
his yacht 
was every day upon the Chesapeake 
with pleusaunt excursion parties, com-« 
posed of the best people of historic 
Kent. Km barrassments came upon him, 


| Hiis place was mortgaged, his horse sold 


and his yacht no more plied the waters 
of the bay. He then started the 
photograph business and the man- 
ufacture of lak and perfun - 
ery. He also started a faro bank, which, 
by the way, many of the sons of Kent 
will remember. Hle then went into 
olitics to retrieve Lis broken fortunes. 
le was then an advanced republican, 
aud began at once to manceuvre so as 
to obtein influence over the colored 
people just enfranchised. He managed 
so well as to control the party not only 
in Kent, but throughout the peninsu- 
la. He weat fromm place to place speak- 
ing to the colored people, and exciting 
the enmity of the whites by his ex- 
treme and viclent harahgues. He star- 
ted a paper called the Freedman’s 
Journal, and through its columns 
abused and slandered the leading men 
of the country to such an extent that 
his personal safety was endangered. 
He went about well armed and seemed 
io care nothing for the threats made 
against him. During the Torbert cam 
paign his house was the headquar- 
ters of the republican party, and he had 
for his guests the most promineut men 
of that party from Baltimore and other 
portions of the state. Notwithstand-~ 
ing all his efforts old Kent went demo 
cratic. Hestill kept up his abuse of 
the people, until one day a vis:tor to 
Chestertown, seeing Crawford, said, “I 
know thatman. Ile wasonce in the 
penitentiary at Richmond under my 
charge.” Ihe generai,as he styled him- 
self, kept un, a bold front until the 


proofs were received that he had been 


convicted in a federal court in Virginia 
for robbing the mails, and sent.to the 
penitentiary, from which piace in afew 
weeks he eecaped. Governor Walker 
was appealed to to take steps to have 
him retarned to prison, but during the 
proceedings a Compromise was effected, 
the genera! promising to leave the state, 
which he shortly afterward did. His 
wife returned to her father, and Craw- 
ford sought service in the army of the 
khedive of sgypt, and it was thonght 
was transfer.ed to the Turkish army. 
He is now about forty-seven years 
of age, near #®ix feet in height, weighs 
about two huodred pounds and is sym- 
metrically bailt. He hae black hair 
apd beard, a bright «y-+and an intel- 
ligent countenance. .fis courage is 
unguestionable, and he bears upon his 
bouy a number of sears received in the 
front of L-attle and in private fravs. His 
conversational powers are excellent, 
and his manners those of a higu-toned 
and educated gentleman. He is thor- 
oughly upscrupulous, and while in 
Kent he would sto; at nothing to ac- 
complish a purpose. He impressed all 
who met him asa man of remarkable 
ability. Those who ki. w him in Mary 
land express no surprise at hearing 
that under the name of Osman Pasha

We should wot lay at 
the doors of Atlanta the crimes oi the common 
enemy Sne suffered enough in the war, and I 
saw the fecerals throwing shells ip her centre, 
and her women driven out under the roar of 
cannon, and this is cnough ‘The shells now 
thrown by her own people are perhaps about as 
merciless for they are aimed at her character.

Il know of no state in this union whose capitol 
is located in as smal. and out of the Way pl. ce 
as Milledgeville, notone. albany, the capital 
of New York, which, in 1790 had only 3.506 in- 
habitants, had ip 1870, 76..i6 Richmond, the 
capital of Virginia, iu 1800 had 5,787, 
in 1874 hase ewelled her population to 
60,705, and the last population of Louisrille, 
Ky., Was over 165 000 avd of Nashville 35,000, 
lf traced through the thirty-nine stats, the 
following facts will disclose themsel vee: 

Ist ‘That capitals have not been se ected with 
an eye to geographical centres Look over the 
maps andeyou will flud that not one out of fil- 
teeu states have thc ir capitals 80 situated. 

24. In the early day» of the colony the In- 
diaus, the French end Dutch ertablisbed trad- 
ing posts, whieh become head centres for tre fic 
and there most of the states fixed their capi- 
tals lcan show this to be the case in many 
iustances, and hence states have their 
capitals Where there has been a great influx of 
trade, Commerce and population ; and it’s re- 
markable how our “ru ‘e ancestors” (7) hit upou 
the spots of present Citic#. where they met and 
tratlicked in ‘coon skius and beavers ”’ 

Now Georgia committed the mistake of erect- 
ing her capitol at Milledgeville, simply that it 
had a geographical c ntre. It has no mercau- 
tile ability. The population of Milledgeville in 
1848 was about two thousand, white and black, 
und in 1870 only three theusand five hundred. 
Although it has been the 8 atof government for 
over half a century, it never made headway in 
either weaith or pupulatiou. 

Lvok at Weshin ton City. It is as far from 
the center of toe union as the ocean will let her 
go. Topeka, Kansas, which is several hundred 
mies to the west, is Lhe most central position in 
the union, but our capital, wheregit is. is more. 
convenient to Europe and to foreign capitals 
The Georgia capital shou'd be convenient to her 
sister states, in order to waich their proceed- 
ings, that she may profit by their exampics 

Ose thing remains certain, that if Georgia 
were wise to remove ber capital, the bulk of the 
Amer.canu states are most unwise not to huut up 
their geographical centers. The wisdom of the 
world has set it down that the place for the cap 
ital is where the greatest numbers are in con- 
stant intercourse, # place growing in men, 
money and manufactures, where trade is at the 
flood, and actious sway. 

That Atlanta issuch a place needs no words 
from me. I quote from Ist vol. Johnson's Ka- 
cyclopedia, p. 316, from an article by A. H.8: 
“It (Atlanta) bus become the centre of an im- 
menee interior trade."’ + . ° . Iu 
1850 its populat on had more than doubled in 
three years, andia (9 was «stimated at 17,00. 
andin ‘73 over 4u,.00, with $9 000 000 ot real 
es'at: ’’ lf we Mean Ww progress a! the Capita, is 
it not at the right place’? Why, if men are dis 
posed 1.0 lobby aud to seal, Can't it be betier 
effected in a small place than Where so mauy 
thousand eyes are upou the procecdinys, tu 
yacation as well as curing whe sessions of the 
assembly? We are often compelicd to be just 
and honest, even when not inclined to, if the 
eycs of the worid are upoD us. 
I is very trne that the history 
of our fathers at Miliedgeville is exceptional. 
We have made as good ln Atlanta—the radicals 
must shoulder what they have done. Aud I 
be leve that. everything cousidered, the radi- 
cals done us some good in Atlanta, although 
they are entitled to no credit forit. They aim- 
ed to stab us but caught their own degger. 

When we were cryiug frauds, frauds, it drew 
the eyes of Commercial C*ntres on us, and to 
their astonishment found Georgia's credit un 
shaken; so that, uow our bonds fetch a better 
= foreign markets than they ever did. 

‘fore the war our citizens invested in our 
bouds (as executors and trustees genueral'y did 
for their be.ter security) but now we are not 
able to pete, and bit for foreign mar- 
kets couldu't effec: a sale of our bonds, 

It Would be censeless to dispute but that dur- 
ing the stay of the capitalin Atlanta we have 
paved asure and safe way for credit abroad, 
thereby eaving Our unemployed capital to be 
invested in lauds, to help the producing forces 
of the state. Our ciiizens haven't the cash to put 
in bouds; it- all Deeded to make brad and 
meat and to foster the farm. Asto the power of 
the brokers to rob us end the facilitice offered 
in Atlanta to capitalists io co!lud: with b ught- 
up legislators, if thatever was a reason for pul« 
ting tue Capital out of the worid, the reason 
now ceares, that the ‘treasury has been loeked 
and the keys put into the pocketof the peo-~

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WHAT MAKES GEORGIA GREAT. 


For some time the progress of Georgia 
has been ihe subject of discussion in the 
northern press, The World has an 
editorial upon this subject, in whieh 
itsays: “Georgia owes this position 
to several causes which lie upon the 
surface, and principally to the fact thst 
its northern half is the home | of stal 
wart, liberty-loviag mountaineers quite 
different in character and tendencies 
from the more opulent and refined 
population of the southern and Atlantic 
regions. The aciion and reaction of 
these two populations upon each other 

‘in state affairs have made Georgia a 
hattle-field of contending ideas and 
given the whole commonwealth a vig- 
orous and varied intellectual and po- 
litical life of its own. 

Northern people, almost without 
exception, attribute the energy and 
activity of the Georgia people to the 
presence in that state of a large north- 
ern born population. Nothing could 
be more wide of the mark. The nort- 


ern element is no stronger in Georgia 
than in Alabama; it is not so strong as 
it isin Lotiisiana. It ib, as we have 
intimated, to the viguroug race of early 
settlers, chiefly Scotch and Scotch-Irish, 
which made the mountain valleys of 
Pennsylvania, Virginia. And east Ten- 
nessee the homes of ajrich, resolute 
and prosperous people,'that Georgia 
mainly owes its peculiar characteris- 
ties and the prominent jplace it holds 
among the southern states. Northern 
men have never controlled nor greatly 
influenced the thought or policy of the 
state. Its statesmen are and have always 
been southern men, and for the most 
part Georgians. To day ithe men who 
represent the spirit of its population 
and who are most influential among its 
peculiarly independent, people—who 
swear in the words of no master—are 
Toombs, Jenkins, Gordon, Hill, Ste 
phens, Brown, Lawton, Smith, Ham 

mond and Simmons; men who are 
peculiarly and to the very marrow of 
their bones Georgians aud nothing but 
Georgians. Ex-Governg: Brown was, 
and possibly one other, of these may 
have been, born among the mountains 
of South Carolina, bunk of the same 
Scotch. Irish blood that} gives the state 
its strength and promanbnee. 


STATE VEELSUS NATI ONA L BANKS 


The following article from the Angus. 
ta Chronicle and Constitutionalist gives 
a remedy for the hard ;times, and we 
think the best that has been sug 
gested. Major Campell Wallace, 
president of the Merchants’ bank of 
this city, and one of our oldest finan- 
ciers, said overa year ago that if con- 
gress wou'd repeal the ten per cent 
tax on the circulation of state banks, it 
would reduce tle rate of interest in 
this state to six per cent immediately. 
The only objection we éver heard to it 
is that we would have wild cat banks 
The few wild cat banks would not in 
jure the business of this country one 
hundredth part as mu¢éh as our pres 
ent financial sivstem does 
One thing our} congressmen 
may rest assured of—a& change must 
be made, or the people will send oth- 
er meu to try and makeit. lf we had 
free banking in this state, rich corpo- 
rations would issue bills, and lend the 
money to our people ‘to trade on and 
improve their farms, As it is, no man 
san borrow one thousand dollars in this 
state for lesasthan 12 per cent.per an- 
num, except in exceptional cases —and 
for only sixty or ninety days. No bu- 
gsiness in this country can stand this 
rate of interest, and: hence the man 
who has no money, has no chance to 
make a living, but asa day laborer, 
at, the lowest | wages ever 
paid for labor in this country. 

We have in this statie to-day thous- 
ands of intelligent men, who, if they 
could borrow asmall amount of capi- 
tal,at a reasonable rate of interest,

could make a handsome living, and at 
the same time deyelop our country, 
improve our farms and make them-~< 
selves better and moré useful citizens, 
It is impossible for them to do it now, 
because money commands more than 
anything else. The man that lends it 
gets rich, and the map that borrows 
can never pay it, because the high rate 
of interest ruins him } 

Ata meeting of the Social Science convention, 
heid at New York Septemte 6, amozig other in- 
teresting papers read war one by Hon. W. L 
Trenholm, of South Carolina,on “The social 
and industrial condition of the southern States "’ 
in this paper the followi‘ig passage occurs. to 
which we wish particular!? to call tne attention 
of southern congressmen | “7° country bank 
of the south and west shou; # be CMiancip led hy 
the repeal of the ten per ce nt tax upon circulation 
and restored to their n turué Juncltons tis tax 
has deprived the agricultara: Communities of 
the sonth of all banking f.ecilities for nationai

Judge A. R. Wright, of Floyd county, intro- 
duced into the late constitutional convention 
some resolutions bearing on this subject, which, 
wethink, were passed, but they will probably 
not attract the attention they deserve. The re 
pe.lof this ten percent tax would not only 
benefit the agricultural poguon of the south tu 
also the commercial. The deposits are ne Cossary 
for patiOnal banks to be xe'bie todeclare div)- 
dends Intheentire sonjn there is a iack of 
idle capital, and in cons quence our banks bave 
comparatively smal: depésits. and hence are 
forced to ask high rates cf interest to enable 
them to pay their ¢xpenses: which are large, and 
to dec are mimunerating Gividends. We haye 
only to revert to the last statements of the 
national banks in this city to be con 
vinced of this fact. In the city of. New 
York, where the banks! have large Capital 
the deposits are often knojwn to dvuble, treble 
ani even to quadruple the Capital: whereas; 
with us they are rarely «ver equal w it, and 
often are not more than ofesfourth or one-half, 
At the present time the boiuds deposited by the 
national benks to get ciréulatiou are bringing 
them in six per cent., whith is burely sifficient 
to pay eXper ses, ana thése bounds had Ww be 
purchased at a premium 4f fifteen to eighteen 
percent. The present po my of the government 
is to retire these six = cent. bonds and subsii- 
tute for them bonds bearijg on y four per cent. 
lf, therefore, the banks are bareiy able to mect 
their current expeuses wih the interest on six 
per cent. bonds, they will have to entrenc: 
upon the pyofits realize’ from their regular 
business when these bouts are called in and 
replaced by the four per ceits. 

{this ten percent taxjon circulation were 
removed the old system of state bauks could be 
revived, under such restrip'ions »s would pre 
vent wild cats from coming into existence We 
do not recollect ever to have seen aby attempt 
made in congress to repea) it, probabiy for the 
reason that the democrrey have not been in 
power since the establishrvient of the national 
banking system. Is it riot time, at least, that 
this question should ve agitated? It would not 
per se destroy the present oatioual banking sys- 
tim, or interfere with the ‘government’s issuing 
greenbacks, but it woulé enable agricultural 
communities aud smali commercial cities to vet 
money at much lower rates thaw they have to 
pay al present.

‘sive me from my friends.’’ This putsa pre 
mium on sleepiness, dullness, inactivity and 
stagnation. Georgia is proud of Atlanta. We 
have heard many people, who have visited the 
Gate city, remark that they seemed *o be among 
a “different peeple’’ but the remark instead of 
being one of disparagement was made 
to comm nd the people of that dive 
city for their spirit of progress 
These evidences of prosperity have drawu 
thousands of most excellent citizens into At- 
lanta and by the very methods which we now 
hear condemned for the first Lime, have caused 
the city to expand and enlarse with a growth 
almost fabulous Weso often heard that this 
growth was fictitious that we almo.t believed 
it. Butthecity isas remarkable for solidity 
apd endurance for rapidity of growth, and this 
factis now generally admitted, If the mem-

The plaintiff brought his action 
against the defendant, to recover the 
possession of eleven large diamouds of 
the alleged value of one hundred and 
tifty dollars each, which the plaintifl 
alleged the defendant had converted t 
his own use. Atthe trial, before sub 
initting the case to the jury, tne plain- 
tiff decided-to take an alternative ver 
dict in damages, to be discharged on 
delivery ofthe property sued for, as 
provided by the 3564 h seccion of the 
code. The jury, under the charge olf 
the court, found a verdict for the plain- 
tiff forthe sum oi $610 00. The de- 
tendant made a motion for a new trial 
on the several grounds therein stated 
which was overruled by the court, and 
the defendant excepted. The court 
charged the jury, amongst other things 
that “It the plaintiff has satisfied you 
of his right to recover, you will find 
the proven value of the property 
sued for at the time ol 
conversion, and add to it 
interest on the same at seven per cent., 
and this when added together will be 
the amount of the plaintiff's recovery.” 
This charge of the court was error. by, 
the 3564th section of the code, it is de- 
clared that, “It sha!l be at the option 
of the plaintiff in an action to recover 
personal property to say upon the trial 
thereof, whether te will accept an al- 
ternative verdict for the property, or 
its valine, or whether he will demand a 
verdict for the damages al ne, or for 
the property alone, and its hire, if any, 
and it shall be the duty of the court to 
instruct the jury to render the verdict 
as the plaintiff may thue elect.” The 
3663d section of the code further de- 
clares that, “In an action of trover, the 
yerdict may be in tue aliernative ; that 
ia, it must be for the value of the prop 
erty sued for, which may be discharged 
by the return of the property within a 
viven time specified in the verdict,” Lo 
this case, the plaintiff eiected to take an 
alternative verdict,and the court should 
have so instructed the jury as required 
bv the 3564tb section ot the Code betore 
cited. The defendant may have desired 
to return the property sued for, and for 
that reason may not have contested the 
value of the property as he might have 
fdone. When the plaintiff, at the com- 
mencement of the trial, gave nutice oj 
his election to take an alternative ver 
dict, the defendant had the right to 
rely upon the court to instruci the Jury, 
as the law required it todo, upon that 
point in the case, and give iim the 
right to discharge the verdict by the 
return of the property sued for. This 
the court did not do, but on the con- 
trary, instructed the jury to return a 
different verdict, whicn the defendant 
could not dischasge by a return of the 
property sued ivr. In view of the pro- 
visions of the code, and the rulings of 
this court heretofore made, the ruie of 
damages in actions for the recovery of 
personal property unlawfully 
detained, is Ps! follows, _to- 
wit : W ben the plaint:fl 
is content to recover the value of the 
property sued for at the time of the 
conversion thereof, aod proves its val- 
ue at that time only, he wul be entitled 
io recover a verdict for its precise vaiue 
at the time of the conversion, and in- 
terest thereon from that time up to the 
time of trial. But if the plaintiff is no 
content to recover the value of the 
property sued for at the time of the 
conversion thereof by the deiendant, 
and introduces evidence to prove the 
highest value of the property sued for 
petween the time of the coaversion 
and tne time of trial, as he may do, then 
the measure of dam+*yss will be such 
proven value of the property sued for, 
without interest thereon. 

Let the juazment of the court below 
be reversed.

Kirkpatrick vs. Brown. Equity, fiom 
Fulton. 
WARNER, C J. 

This wasa bill filed by the complain 
ant against the defeudant, with a prayer 
for an injunction to restrain her from 
closing up a certain described alley, al 
leged to be between the south halfofcity 
lot number 27, in the city of Atianta, 
claimed bv the defendant to be his 
property, and the adjoining lot ot the 
defendant 

On the trial of the case, the jury, un- 
der the charge of the court, returned 
the following verdict: ‘ We, the jury, 
find for the complainant, and we fur 
ther find and decree that the original 
line running midway between Riwaon 
and Jones streets, is the true dividing 
line between lots number 27 and 2s 
and we further find and decree that the 
said alley stand open, jointly, for the 
use of both parties, extending back 210 
feet, and we further decree that 
said allev shall not be closed up. by 
either of the parties,and we further find 
that the defendant be perpetually en- 
joined from interfering with complain. 
ant’s joint and equal use of said alley, 
and that the defendant pay the costs of 
suit.’ The defendant made a motion 
for a new trial on the several grounds 
therein stated, which was overruled by 
‘he court, and the defendant excepted. 
Phe main controlling questions in the 
case were whether there was an alley 
between the south half of lot number 
27, and the adj pining lot of the defend- 
ant wlen the said south half was sold 
at auction by the defendant, and pur- 
chased by Joseph E. Brown, the com- 
plainant’s vendorc, aud was it so repres 
sented by the defendant at the time of 
the sale, and was it competent for the 
complainant to prove these facts by 
parol evidence, there being nothing 
said about the alley in the deed con- 
veying the south half of the lot by the 
tefendant to J. E. Brown,or in the 
deed from J. E. Brown to the com- 
plainant ? The deed from tbe 
defendant to J. E. Brown, cenveyed the 
bargained premises ‘with all and sin- 
vular the rights, members, and appurte- 
nances thereof to the same being and 


belonging,or in any wise appertaining,” 


and the same words are contained in’ 
the deed from J. E. Brown to the com: 
plairant. 
It appears from the evidence? in tha 
record,that the deed to Joseph E Brown 
for the south half of lot 27, was execu- | 
ted by the defendant to him on the 5-h 
of September, 1870 with a covenant of 
warranty of title to him, his heirs, and 
assigns &°.; that he improved the lot, 
andonthe 4th of January, 1873, for 
and in coasideration of natural love 
and affection, conveyed the same to his 
son, the complainant, as an advance- 
ment of the specitied va'ne of $4500 00, 
with a covenant of warranty cf title, 
and put him io possession of the prem- 
isesconveyed, The evidence as to the 
existence of the alley at the time of the 
sale of the lot by the defendant to J. E. 
Brown, and as to the representations 
made by the defendant or he: agents, 
im respect to that fact at that 
time, was conflicting. There was 
evidence on the part oi the complaia- 
ant of the existence of the alley be- 
tween the south half ot lot number 27 
and the adj pining lot of the defendant; 
and that the defendant hid so repre~ 
sented to J. KE. Brown shortly before 
the sile as an inducement ‘or him to 
purchase the lot. Besides, it was 
proven by the defendant’s auctioneers, 
who so!d the lot for her, and others 
who were present on the lot at the time 
of sale, that the lot was sold by a plat, 
on which the alley between the south 
half of lot number 27, and the defend- 
ant’s adjoining lot, was distinctly rep- 
resentea, and that the represented ex- 
istence of the alley added to the value 
of the lot sold at least ten per cent. 
The defendant obj 2cted to the intro-~ 
duction of this evidence on the ground 
that it contradicted the deeds herein- 
before mentioned, and its admission by 
the court is one of the principal errors 
complained of here. it is true 
that parol evidence is’ inadmis- 
sible to contradict or vary the 
terms of a deed, but the evidence in 
this case was not offered to contradict 
or yary the terms of the deeds under 
which the complainant claimed title to 
the lot. The evidence was offered for 
the purpose of applying the te:ms con 
tained in the deeds to the subject mat- 
cer thereof, to show what were the 
“rights, members and appurtenances 
belonging, or in «hy wise appertaining 
io the bargained premises,” and that 
the joint use of the alley in question 
was intended by the parties to be one 
of them. There wasno erro: in admit. 
ting the evidence. Summerlin vs. Hes- 
ter, 20.h Ga, Rep., 689 Although the 
evidence in relation to the existence of 
the alley, and as to the representations 
of the defendant in respect to it, was 
conthe.ing, the jury thought proper to 
believe the complainant’s witnesses, as 
they had the right todo, and there is 
abundant evidence in the record to 
sustain their verdict. There is no error 
in the decree (except as it does not pro 
tect the defendant from interferer ce 
with that part of her house which 
may have been on the alley at the 
vume of the sale of the lot, as will be 
hereaiter noticed. Assuming the facts 
to be as the jury have found by thei: 
verdict, the def’t is equitably estopped 
from pot allowing the complainant the 
jointuse of the ailey with her, as the 
complainant would be estopped trom 
1ot allowing her the joint use of the 
aliey with himseil.

The ver- 
dict was in accordance with the weight 
of the evidence and the law applica- 
ble thereto. Inasmuch as it appears 
irom the evidence in the record, thst 
a small portion of defendants honse 
may have been on the alley at the time 
the sale of the lot, we affirm the 
judgment overruling the motion fora 
new trial, with directions that the de- 
cree upon the verdict ve so far modi- 
tied only, as not to interfere with any 
part of defendants house that mays 
nave been built on said alley. Let the 
judgment of the court below be aflirm- 
ed, with directions as hereinbefore in 
dicated.

looking for a new eyne,on which his lofty- 
minded countrymen might find an additional 
home. 

“There were one hundred and fifteen families 
in the first colony that cam®# out, making 
a company of over 700 people . The most of us 
had some little means, and thereé was not @a man 
among us who did not have some trade or pro- 
fession. We reached the top pf Cumberland 
mountain in 1873. The tand; that bad been 
bought for us cost each of us 

ONE DOLLAR PER ARE. 


The land was divided off into lots, and the 
colony at once went to work building homes, a 
store, schoolhouse, church, mills, etc The 
head of every family now has a comfortable 
home surrounded by an orchard, garden aid 
decorated with a profusion of mountain flowers. 
We have a large store that is managed for the 
colony, members of which get goods from it 8, 
wholesale cost. We have our ow school, church 

doctor, etc., and are enabled :to clect our own 
cand’ dates, etc., to govern the «listrict in which 
welive Altogether we have pfosp.red greatly 
since our arrival.” 

‘‘What business do you follow °"' 

‘We bave dairies, cheese factories and droves 
of stock We are great people for five cattle. 
Each family has its herd, Some hav: as many 
se one hundred head, and others only fifteen or 
twinty. It would do you good to be on the 
mountain top some morning, when the herds 
are all turned out, and see

sauntering down the fragrant moustain sides, 
from which the mist, luminous with the rays of

We have only the very best breeds of cattle 
and we take much better care of them than you 
Americans do. We have bariis that are built 
as carefully as our houses, and every particle of 
the droppings of the cows is carefuliy used for 
the enriching of our lands. All the cheese, 
putter, etc., that we make finds ready sale and 
commands fancy prices; as indeed does every- 
thing wesend to market. We} have, of course, 
sheep, hogs, poultry, bees ¢nd goats; indeed 
pretty much everything you could find in any 
neighborhood .”’ 

MORE SWITZERS COMING, 
“Is your colony increasing?” 
“Yes, sir. We notice an increase both by the 
growth of our families, and by arrivals of im 
migrants from the old country. We are prosper- 
iig at Cumberland finely, and the reports we 
send back home tend to bring others out to us 
Things are very much crow ‘el in Switzerland. 
It is probable that we shall hev to find a new 
home for thcse of our compatriots who come 
hereafter. We want vo'hing: but a mountain 
top. Our people cannot live down iu the low 
eoun.ry. Several of them went to Nashville 
and Chattanooga, and the most of them died.”

“Do you think this is as good a republic as 
the one trom which you com: ?'’ 

“Oh, well, we are salisficd ‘with the govern- 
ment, although the taxes are very high They 
are made Jowe: iu Switzerlavd You know, M. 
Thiers, of France, said that'the Swies republic 
was the best governmentin the world. I Ii tell 
Ou; whole country is 
about as large as the state of , Tennesse, and has 
alittle Over three milliou people. It is divided 
into twenty two states, or cautons. We elect 
our presi jent every year, so that if he don’t suit 
us we cau turn him out very quickly. Our 
cougress Cannot pass a singls law without first 
submitting it to the people, vwhoon Suuday vote 
to reject or ratify it. The telegraph, rairoads 
express Companies and post offices are all run 
by the government. EKach departioent, CXCEP, 
the post office, pays large profits, which are used 
to defray the expenses of the government aud 
lessen the taxes. Our public schools are very 
strong. 

“In Germauy, which boas!s of its well edu- 
cated masses, 67 per cent. of its people can re a 
and write; in Frarce, onty 32 per cent.; in 
Switzerland, 93 per cent. Every parent 
obliged to send his children to school, and at the 
age of seventeen nearly every boy in Swi Zer- 
iand is prepared to enter & university. Allof 
them know all about the government, and are 
intelligent in general affsirs. It is considerea 
disreputabie in Swilzerlaud not to have a pro 
fession or trade of some sort. We have no 
standing army, butevery man
